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x \^ 32. (New) The sustained release dosage fornyrf claim 3 1 , which provides an increase in the 
U bioavailability of said antihyperglycemic dfug if taken with food. 

33. (New) A method of treating a human with an oral solid dosage form of metformin, 
comprising orally administering on a once a day basis to a human in the presence of food a 
controlled release oral dosage form containing an effective amount of metformin or a 

ph arma ceutically acceptable salt thereof and on e or more mate r ials con tr olling the release of 

metformin from the dosage form such that therapeutic levels of said metformin are attained in 
said human for 12 to 24 hours and a decrease in the bioavailability of metformin is not exhibited. 

34. (New) The method of claim 32, wherein said administering is with or shortly after the 
evening meal and an increase in the bioavailability of said metformin is exhibited..
